Hailed in Germany. 


BERLIN, April 23.—[{By United 
Press.]—Germany today greeted Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s speech as expressing 
full approval of the Dawes plan for 
a@ reparations settlement and at the 
same time a broad hint to France that 
America will disapprove any effort, to 
sabotage the plan. 

The speech heartened the .govern- 
ment and tke people, especially (Mr. 
Coolidge’s declaration in favor of the 
loan to Germany. Government officials 
felt the President’s public approval of 
the proposed loan will assure its j!ull 
(subscription. Inasmuch ag the gpv- 
ernment has regarded the proposed 
loan, as recommended in the Dawes 
report, as the first prerequisite for 


adjustment of reparations, it is felt 
that the movement for a settlernent 
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of the involved problem is advanced 
considérably. 

There was some disappointment at 
Mr. Coolidge’s declaration against pos- 
sible American participation in tre 
league of nations, but German official- 
dom pointed out that America’s con- 
tinued interest in reparations marks 
at least her partial reappearance in 
European politics. 

Belgium Accepts Dawes Plan. 

BRUSSELS, April 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]—Belgium’s reply to 
the reparations commission’s communi- 
cation with regard to the experts’ re- 
port is a full and complete ac 
of the report, according to the semi- 
official Independence Belge.

In the dtying out for the fight he loses 
several pounds of water, because during 
4 that period he eats and drinks several 
pounds less water than he loses in sweat 
and otherwise. During a hard fight a 
prizefighter will lose five to ten pounds, 
I am informed. Most of this loss is due 
to loss of water and glycogen, though 
some of it is due to loss in fat and a 
very little to loss in tissue cells. 

As a man enters the prize ring his tis- 
sues are thirsty. Before he finishes his 
fight they are very thirsty. Were he to 
drink water very freely during the first 
three hows after weighing in he would 
gain nearly as many pounds as he drank. 
if he drank this water three hours or 
more before he fought he would absorb 
it and have it stored away in his cells. 
By eating @ heavy meal after weighing 
in he would also add materially to his 
weight. Permitting his excretory organs 
to fill up would also add to his weight. 
Therefore the answer to your first ques- 
tion is, yes, In fact, nothing is easier 
for a calm man, trained hard as nails, 
than to put on weight after weighing in 
time.

A FLU EPIDEMIC. / 

A. A. H. writes: You mention an epl- 
demic of “flu” in San Antonio during | 
February of 1923. I was there, so will 
give you the tourists’ view of it. We 
were wintering in the south to avoid the 
cold because my son had just recovered 
from pleurisy and pneumonia which was 
the reason we noted the weather ‘so 
closely. Thé statistics do not seem to be 
complete. There was no doubt about 
the “flu’’ nor much about the causes. 
Everybody was too hot, and then too 
cold. While the papers were reportiag 
the cold wave at Kansas City, été. 
there was a gentle, warm wind from the 
south for two days or so and I think the 
thermometer went up to near 80 degrees. 

Everybody was too hot; we opened all 
the windows and during the night the 
wind changed to the north and the ther- 
mometer went to 28 degrees and it 
sleeted. We, being from the north, had 
woolen underwear and stockings which 
we put on and we slept in our wool! bath 
robes. My son slept in 2 gliassed-in 
sleeping porch. Every window was closed 
and fastened. He had a sore throat and 
fever for two or three days. We called 
it breathing the cold air after being 80 
warm. We did not call a doctor. He was 
not cold in bed. 

We could not keep warm with % gas 
heater and we had to open the dor when 
we lit the gas range, as it was not con- 
nected with any flue.
